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Cervical, Penile Cancer Stymied 


By Circumcision, Study Indicates 


NEW YORK (JP)—Further confirmation of the suspicion that circumcision is an important fac- 
tor in the reduction of cervical cancer among women and penile cancer among men has been offered 
by Dr. Ernest L. Wynder of Manhattan’s Memorial Center for Cancer and Allied Diseases. 


Dr. Wynder’s conclusion on women, according to Time magazine, was reached after 
atlas: women

earlier research in which cervical 
cancer among Jewish women nd 
penile cancer among Jewish men 
was found to b®* quite rare. (JP, 
Dec. 12, 19; 32.) 

SPURRED STUDY 

Spur for the study was the 
widely-held view that among 
Jewish women whose husbands 
have been circumcized, cervical 
eancer is only one-tenth to one- 
fifth as common as among non- 
Jewish women of similar age and 
social status. 

In order to discover whether 
this observation bore any relation 
to the general incidence of cervi- 
eal cancer, Dr. Wynder arranged 
interviews of 1,900 women in 12 
hospitals in four states; one-third 


of them had cervical cancer,’ 


while the rest (the control group) 
had other diseases of the pelvis.

The change that is desirable in a vacation 
Plan involves a change from 
many of the activities that take 
Place during the rest of the year;

No one would advocate a vaca- 
tion from honesty, unselfishness, 
or good health habits. Similarly, 
& vacation plan should not re- 
Quire changes in any other as- 
ects of ddily living that are a 
fundamental part of the Jewish 
Way of life. 

A Jewish child’s summer activities should not be 
avacation from Judaism. Jewish parents, in select- 
ing a summer camp for their son or daughter, should

CHILDREN FROM HOMES in which the dietary 
laws are observed to some degree should not be sent 
to camps where they will be served foods that are 
forbidden at home. Parents should select a camp in 
which the strictness of observance of kashruth is no 
less than they consider proper for themselves. The 
same standards should apply to Sabbath observance, 
daily prayer, and any other sort of Jewish practice. 

What about a camp in which the individual is 
free to observe or not observe particular aspects of 
Judaism? For an adult or mature adolescent, who 
has attained firm standards of right and wrong, such 
a vacation spot may be satisfactory. For an impres- 
sionable child or adolescent, however, it is much 
wiser to select a camp whose Jewish standards con- 
form in a positive sense with those of home. 

Another point about camps which the thought- 
ful Jewish parent should keep in mind is the extent 
to which the child, separated from his parents and

HIS year at Pesach time, every balabosta 
will have to use more ingenuity than usual 
because the Seder falls on Shabbat night. At 
best we will all have to be_ . une 
prepared to eat very late 
in the evening, and it would 
be wise to provide some 
nasherei to stave off the 
hunger pangs of our fami- 
lies.

HE question of the missionary schools as it exists in predominantly Catholic 


in Israel is currently stirring the 
Jewish community there. 

The background of the problem is im- 
portant. These missionary schools re- 
cruit many of their students from the mai- 
aboroh (work camps) and from the hard- 
pressed working classes on the promise of 
free lunches, clothing and other induce- 
ments. It is a technique not unfamiliar 
in Jewish neighborhoods in the U. S., 
where candy and other delicacies are used 
by missionary groups. to entice the child- 
ren of the neighborhood. 

But passing a law banning missionar- 
ies is one thing. Combating them by 
other methods is something else again. 
Once these groups are banned by law, a 
precedent is set which can be dangerous 
to any democracy. 

Some Catholic publications in the U. 
S. have criticized Israel’s efforts to com- 
bat the missionary groups. Yet>in a real 
sense Israel’s problem is exactly the same 
one which these Catholic papers might ex- 
plain away when discussing the problem 


countries. 

As a democracy, with theoretical sep. 
aration of church and state, Israel as, 
government should take a hands off pol. 
icy in the matter. She should not even 
appropriate funds, as she has done, to 
enable subventions to be made to thos 
families who are now, because of the 
food and clothing situation, sending their 
children to missionary schools. 

Even a campaign of enlightenment 
cannot be pursued by Israel as such. Reli. 
gious elements within Israel cah seek by 
every legitimate means to handle the sit.

forbidden to act.

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Three Books Try to Bring Understanding of Jews to Others

HESE books are about or for children.

is foremost, indeed, it is “official” 
in the two religious works, Jere- 
miah, and They Fought for Free- 
dom. Mr. Mankowitz’s work is 
fiction, written chiefly to enter- 
tain and to bring admiration for 
the literary quality of his writing, 
put it will probably do more than 
the other two, toward the crea- 
tion of understanding. 

A Kid For Two Farthings has 
won all sorts of acclaim in Eng- 
land, where it has been hailed as something of a 
small masterpiece. It didn’t quite go over in Ameri- 
ca. Perhaps the English are not as familiar with 
this type of writing, and so found the book fresher 
than it appears to us. However, it is a sweet piece 
of work, quite readable, tender in attitude, and al- 
most in the Sholem Aleichem vein, in its irony. 


THE TALE IS of a little boy named Joe who lives 
in the London ghetto with his mother, as his father 
is off in Africa seeking his fortune. Joe’s mother 
works duriiez the day, and leaves Joe in the care of 
an old tailor named Kandinsky, the gentle philoso-

pher of all fiction about Jews. Kandinsky has an as- 


sistant named Shmule who is a wrestler as well as | 


a pants presser. Shmule needs some money to get 
married, and can get it if he wrestles Python Mack- 
lin. So the pattern is complete, the philosopher, the 
good-hearted athlete who proves Jewish brawn, the 
dreamy little boy. 


Joe dreams of a unicorn, and one day believes he 
finds it in the market. Others see it as a little goat. 
Anyway he manages to buy it, and the pet is kept 
in the tailor shop. Kandinsky dreams of acquiring 
a pressing machine. Schmule finally wrestles the 
Python, and instead of buying a diamond ring for 
his girl, invests in a second hand pressing machine, 
thus becoming a partner, and a man ready for mar- 
riage. 

I found it all a little synthetic, but neatly done, 
and palatable in spite of the chocolate flavor. 

WHILE WRITTEN FOR ADULTS, it is a pretty 
good book for adolescents, a more successful one 
than the two books officially written for adolescents, 
which complete today’s list. Both are interfaith jobs. 


Jeremiah is offered by the Christians, through the 


Y.M.C.A.’s Association Press, as part of their new 
series for young readers. They Fought For Freedom 
is sponsored by the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations as part of the Intercultural Series, with 
the idea that it will bring Jewish history to young 
non-Jewish readers. 

The only trouble with these books is that they 
lack the attractive quality that writing should possess 
in order to hold the reader. They sound goody- 
goody. Both are done in the semi-fictionized style 
that makes one wonder, “which part is true and 
which part is made up?” 

THE STORY OF JEREMIAH has a thwarted ro- 


mance with a damsel named Tabitha, whom he feels 
he cannot marry because he has been chosen to be a 
man of God. This suggests a Catholic mind, for 
there is no such motif in the Jewish conception of 
the man of God. However, to the very end, when 
she goes off to Babylon and he goes off to Egypt, they 
are meeting and tasting sweet sorrow. 

Done more or less as a biography, it is a sluggish 
telling that misses the fiery beauty in the character 
of Jeremiah, and that will searcely hold the attene 
tion of the young reader. This is unfortunate, for 
the intention of the work is good, and here and there 
a spark of pure feeling comes through. 

ELMA LEVINGER’S WORK is well known, and 
They Fought For Freedom is on her usual level. The 
book contains sketches of the lives of great Jews 
from the Maccabees to Weizmann, including Hillel, 
Jochanan ben Zakkai, Maimonides, the Baal Shem 
Tov, Moses Mendelsohn, Henrietta Szold, Herz], Ein- 
stein. It makes a “pageant of Jewish History.” What 
there is about it that is supposed to make it particu. 
larly interpretive for non-Jews, I couldn’t find. 

In the conventional Jewish educational pattern, 
it fails to make the psychological adjustments nec. 
essary for outsiders. It assumes they have an emo- 
tion for us, whereas it would be necessary first to 
establish, for the non-Jewish reader, that the person 
being written about is fascinating and important for 
all the world, rather than only for the Jews.

The editorial’s answer in the 
negative in regard to resorts was 
given on the grounds that they 
were in the nature of social clubs. 
“In social clubs people seek out 
those whose company they en- 
joy. That is their privilege. They 
may prefer the company of per- 
sons who share their own reli- 
gious and cultural traditions...

a Christian, an assumption which 
would render Judaism meaning- 
less.
